Seconded by Gumke. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Andersen moved to recommend the City Council introduce the First Reading of an Ordinance to grant
Otter Tail Power Company a continued franchise to maintain its system within the City for a 10 year
period, and to request the City Attorney prepare an amendment outlining the City reserving the right to
regulate the placement of equipment within the right of way. Seconded by Kourajian. Unanimous aye
vote. Carried.

Buchanan moved to recommend the City Council accept the offer from Steven Gapinski to purchase
Lots 10 and 11, Block 4, Kelly and Fuller 2™ Addition, for $4,500.00, subject to the City holding the
deed for the property for a minimum of 90 days. Seconded by Gumke. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Gumke moved to recommend the City Council authorize the submission of a grant application for State
Aid to Public Transit funding on behalf of Jamestown Taxi Service. Seconded by Kourajian. Unanimous
aye vote. Carried.

Buchanan moved to table, until such time as additional information is received, the request to enter into a
CORS Host Agreement with Butler Machinery Company d/b/a MidStates VRS to attach a CORS Station at
the Water Treatment Plant. Seconded by Andersen. Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Andersen moved to place on the March 2, 2015, City Council agenda, without recommendation, the
request from GRE for an amendment to the Spiritwood Station Water Supply and Discharge Agreement
dated May 26, 2009, the addition of Dakota Spirit AgEnergy as a user. Seconded by Kourajian.
Unanimous aye vote. Carried.

Brubakken moved to place on the March 2, 2015, City Council agenda the request to vacate 11" Avenue
